Usborne Very First Reading is a series of books 
specially developed for children who are learning , 
to read. Moon Zoom is the eighth book in the 
series, and by this stage your child should be 
able to read the story alone, with occasional help 
from you. 

In Moon Zoom, your child starts reading words 
that begin or end with two or more consonants, 
such as ‘sleep’, ‘fills’ or ‘speeds’. The story also 
introduces simple two-syllable words, such as 
‘rocket’ and ‘picnic’, and the letter-combination 


as in silver or better 


Learning to read patterns like these can more 
than double your child’s reading vocabulary. 
Later books in the series introduce different ways 
of spelling sounds and pronouncing letters, while 
reinforcing the ones your child already knows. 
You'll find lots more information about the

Some questions and answers 


e Why do I need to read with my child? 
Sharing stories makes reading an enjoyable 
and fun activity for children. It also helps them 
to develop confidence and stamina. Even if you 
are not taking an active part in reading, your 
listening and support are very important. 


e When is a good time to read? 
Choose a time when you are both relaxed, but 
not too tired, and there are no distractions. 
Only read for as long as your child wants to — 
you can always try again another day. 

e What if my child gets stuck? 
Don’t simply read the problem word yourself, 
but prompt your child and try to find the right 
answer together. Similarly, if your child makes 
a mistake, go back and look at the word 
together. Don’t forget to give plenty of praise 
and encouragement. 

¢ We've finished, now what do we do? 
It’s a good idea to read the story several times 
to give your child more practice and more 
confidence. Then, when your child is ready, 
you can go on to the next book in the series, 
Run, Rabbit, Run!
